But, 
it soon became evident that such could not 
have been the cause of the disturbance, but 
that two Jarge sharks had been engaged in a 
fierce occan fight; for, at about ten o'clock 
on the same forenoon, ong of these destruc- 
tive fish came swimming round tho vessel, 
and Captain Copping'saw that it was covered 
with cuts or sores to an axtent he had never 
‘soon equalled before, though, in’ seventeen 
years whaling experienco in,the South Seas,
